Congress the repot t of Edward Atkinson, 
who was specially designated by him to 
go to the financial centers of Europe in 
order to learn the feasibility of estab- 
lishing by international 
standard 
fi 


fixity of ratio between th» two precious 
metals in the free coinage of both. 
At- 


kinson summarizes the results of his 
inquiries under four heads as follows: 


First—Thete is no prospect of any 


chang* in th« present monetary system 
of European States w'uich can modify 
or influence th« financial policy of the 
United States at the present time. 


Second—Thera »ro no indications ojf 


any change in the policy of (he finan- 
cial authorities of the eeveial States 
visited by me wbioh warrant any expec- 
tation that the subject of a bi-metaho 
treaty for a common legul tender, 
coupled with the free coinage of silver, 
will bo seriously considered at the pres- 
ent time by them. 


Third—There is no indication that 


the subject of biaietnlism ha? lecoivrd 
aay intelligent or serious consideration 
outside a small circle in each country 
named as a probable or possible remedy 
for existing causos of the alleged de- 
pression in trade. 


Fourth—There n no considerable 


politically-organized body of influential 
persons in either country with whom a 
combination could be male, if such 
combination or co-operation were J.-sir- 
able on the part of a similar body in 
the United States, for promoting aii? 
dttfluite or practicable measure") of legis- 
lation to bring about the adoption of 
the bimatalic theory, according to ths 
commonly-accepted meaning of that 
term. The discussion 13 in fact almost 
wholly personal o.nd without concentra- 
tion of any purpose or presentation of 
auy well-developed method capable of 
being acted upon. 
Atkinson's most important conclusion 


is that it would be uawiso and inexpe- 
dient for the United States agaiu to tiiko 
th» initiative in promoting action for 
the general adoption of a bimetallic 
legal tender coupled with frae coinage 
of silver, for the reasou that bu )h 
action is misconstrued and may tend ti> 
letard rather thaa to promote tho ob- 
ject aimed at.

INFEBNALMT DISAGREEABLE 


On account of the extreme cold, I de- 
termined not to make the trip. How- 
ever I inquired from many gentlemen 
as to the condition of the mines and the 
prospects for the future of that camp. 
I was very fortunate in meeting such of 
them as were best posted on the same. 
The result of my inquiries is as follows: 
The prircipal mine in the camp is the 
Paradise mine, of which Mr. J. V. Mc- 
Curdy is the General Manager. This 
mine was opened a few years ago and 
has been successfully operated under 
the management of the gentleman re- 
ferred to above, both in the mining end 
the reducing of the ores.

industrious aad united people of Winne- 
tuacca, who have combined to develop 
the mineral resources lying so close to 


cases in every house, and the 


hotels are being converted into pest 
houses. There seoms to be no effort 
on the part of the inhabitants to check 
the disease and it has spread out into 
the valley among the farmers, as far as 
"Church's Corner's." The writer says 
the papers in the valley have taken no 
notice of the matter, and that persons 
entering the valley are unconsciously 
exposing themselves to this dreadful 
disease. The people should take some 
action ut once to place Sierra City in n 
state of quarantine, and thereby pre- 
vent the further spread of the disease, 
The residents of the valley, especially 
in Sierra City, are becoming very much 
alarmed.
